THE LIQUOR ORDINANCE,

In another part of this issue of the
Gazeroe will be found the full text
of the new ordinance governlng and
mgolating the saloon business In the
vity of Heppner. We urge It tipon
en-'r_\' eltizen of the town to read this
ordinunee carefully, and acqualnt
themselves thoroughly with all of
fte provigions, To our mind it Is
quite stringent at some points, and
there s no doubt but that Its strict
enforeement will nét a8 a regulator
10 the snloon business and eurtadl
much of the evil that flows from un-
restrained Hguor selling,

The ordinance is modelled after that
proposed Ly the Greater Oregon
Home Rule Assoclation, which sald
nssocintion has undertaken the gi-
gantic task of purlfying the saloon
business of Oregon, and  have made
some mighty promises, nud so [ar as
we are coneerned, we desire to put
thie ease up to them. Yet it is the
duty of every good citizen to assist
in bringing about the very ULest re-
sults, and to asslst In getting the
best out of the situation ag it now
stands. We [eel sure no right think-
ing person will stand in the way ol
the proper enforcement of the new
erder, and Mnrthermore, they shonld
Insist upon the letter of the law be-
ing earried out and its8 provisions
lived up to.
